A KNIFE WAS USED. 


Sam Atkinson Was Stabbed By Ed­ 
ward Carey .

p rinter’s outside. A weekly letter from 
the old country is alway s a ‘*^ar” 
feature. 
And the editor Is “It,” as they say in 
I New York. 
If y ou want to talk to 
any one about machinery , he is the 
man. 
The same with p olitics, news 
likely to interest his country men, es­ 
timates for p rinting—in short, he is 
the whole business. 
No city in the world can show such 
a journalistic record, and, of course, 
it is the natural outcome of the ship ­ 
loads of amazing sp ecimens of human­ 
ity that land on Ellis Island, there to 
be'received and overhauled by the 
immigration dep artment 


THIRTEEN LIVES 


A man sent me a circular the other 
day in very fair French, offering to 
sell me a Greek tri-weekly newsp ap er 
—“with ex cellent p rosp ects," say s the 
Pall Mall Gazette. Now, I feel sure 
it is not known generally that New 
York City is by far the most cosmo­ 
p olitan p lace in the universe, as may 
be seen from the fact that there are 
just up on 100 newsp ap ers and maga­ 
zines p ublished on Manhattan Island 
in languages other than English. 
Of course, by far the greater num­ 
ber of these are in German. A long 
w^ay behind comes the Italian tongue, 
with five or six dailies and six or sev­ 
en weeklies. 
One is astonished to 
find, too, that there 
are six dally 
newsp ap ers in New York p rinted in 
Hebrew, and there are seven or eight 
Sp anish 
p eriodicals—t^wo 
of 
them 
weeklies. 
It is curious to notice how enter­ 
p rising these foreign journals are, and 
how totally different on the business 
as well as the editorial side from 
similar p ublications 
in 
their 
own 
mother country . Even the Bohemians 
have two dailies in their own lan­ 
guage, and each has its weekly and 
Sunday edition, for all the world like 
a miniature New York Herald. 
The Hungarians have four or five 
newsp ap ers, a coup le of them p ublish­ 
ed daily . Stranger still, there are five 
or six p eriodicals for the Sy rians and 
Arabs—a coup le of dailies and three 
weeklies among them. The latest is 
a Polish daily , which has two other 
comp etitors in the same language; 
and there are three Danish, two Fin­ 
ish and two Swedish journals, one of 
the last named being a labor p ap er, 
as one might ex p ect, having regard 
to the immense p rop ortion of Swedish 
working men immigrants. 
The Jap anese in New York City 
have their own weekly newsp ap er, 
and also a monthly magazine. Even 
the Chinese and the Russians have 
their weeklies in this w’onderful city . 
Altogether there are now three Greek 
newsp ap ers in New York, but strange­ 
ly enough only one in French. 
One 
is surp rised, by the way , how few 
French p eop le 
there 
are in New 
York. 
There is a p ap er in Croat, one in 
Servian, others in Slovak and Sloven. 
Here,then, we have up wards of 20 
different tongues. 
There used to be 
an Armenian p ap er, but it moved to 
Boston. 
It is queer 
how all these 
journals ap p ear to thrive, the only 
sickly one on the list being a Lithuan­ 
ian weekly , which ap p ears to have 
“gone under.” Even the Swiss have 
their own very thriving weekly , p ub­ 
lished in German. 
Nor is Park row, with its hugh sky ­ 
scrap ers, the only Fleet street of New 
York City , for it is rep resented on 
both the east and west sides. 
At 
East Broadway and Rutgers street we 
come up on the quarter of the Jew­ 
ish or Yiddish p ap ers. As one might 
sup p ose the Jewish dallies, both morn­ 
ing and evening, are thoroughly up 
to date, have the best and most ex ­ 
p ensive telegrap h service, with com­ 
p osition done on linoty p es of sp ecial 
construction, and the p rinting on fast 
p resses of the latest ty p e. The very 
ty p ewriters and cash registers in the 
business dep artments of these jour­ 
nals have Yiddish characters. 
It is not difficult to account for the 
thriving condition of these journals 
in Hebrew, for there are up wards of 
5 00,000 Jews in New York City alone, 
so that it is no wonder the p rincip al 
Hebrew journal claims a circulation 
of 70,000 of 75 ,000 cop ies dally . 
It is in Greenwich street that we 
come up on the Croatian daily and the 
Sloven weekly ; and in Washington 
street and West street resp ectively 
we find the offices of the journals 
p rinted in Arabic. In Six th street the 
p asserby would not susp ect the ex ist­ 
ence of the Hungarian Fleet street, 
since the newsp ap er shop s seem to be 
hidden away among barbers' shop s, 
bakeries and p ublic houses. 
In Wil­ 
liam street are located the Chinese 
and Jap anese weeklies; one of the 
Greek dailies will be found in Stone 
street; the Servian p ap er in Eleventh 
avenue, and the Russian weekly in 
East Seventy -second street. 
Naturally , the smaller p ap ers have 
no news service of their own, but 
merely translate from their big broth­ 
ers, such as the Herald, World, Jour- 
nal, Sun and Times. 
In most cases 
one small room is both the editorial, 
comp osing and bnsin^is office, while 


THE COLORADO RIVER. 


It Has Bridged itself and Sup p lied 
Another Natural Wonder. 


“Unless we can find some means 
of breaking up the huge raft that 
stretches in a solid mass for 22 miles 
up and down the Colorado river, in 
Tex as, the river will have to find an 
outlet to the sea by joining its tre­ 
mendous forces with a smaller river 
24 miles away , and the American con­ 
tinent will be p rovided with another 
natural wonder,” said Government En­ 
gineer Gillisp ie at the Hotel Breslin 
to the New York Times. ‘*At p resent 
we are reluctant to admit that we 
have found no means of breaking up 
the raft. It was at first only a jam 
of logs that three or four men might 
break up in 
an 
hour. 
But it has 
gro^vTi at the rate of a mile or more 
each y ear, 
until 
now it stretches 
across the river from bank to bank, all 
the way from the mouth to Bay City , 
21 miles from the sea. In some p laces 
it has become solid ground, with veg­ 
etation and trees growing up on it. 
Roads have been cut through over 
which teams cross from bank to bank 
as unconcernedly as though a great 
river were not rolling swiftly under­ 
neath them, fretting at its self-imp osed 
barrier. 
This monster raft has already be­ 
come an object of interest to tourists. 
The water In the river is backed up 
so much by the bridge that much of 
the lowlands in Matagorda county has 
been inundated, and the safety of Bay 
City is threatened. Thousands of 
acres of rich 
rice-p roducing lands 
have become barren. 
The worst of 
it is that as this raft that covers the 
river grow's larger the tunnel through 
which it has to p ass is becoming 
smaller. Drift logs brought down by 
the sp ring freshets are driven deep 
into the sides of the raft and into the 
soft mud of the river, and form a 
frame for the accumulation of more 
mud. Thus dammed, the river is ris­ 
ing foot by foot and overflowing the 
countiT- It is not imp robable, unless 
this dam can be broken, that the whole 
face of the country in that p art of 
Tex as will be changed within 25 y ears. 
“The river is about one quarter of 
a mile wdde and 8 0 feet deep where 
the raft has formed. 
It maintains 
these p rop ortions 
for 
many miles 
from the coast. It is subject to sharp 
floods 
when 
the sp ring rains fall, 
and a rise of 25 feet in 24 hours is not 
uncommon. As this raft has broaden­ 
ed and stretched further up and down 
the river it has thickened. 
Ex p eri­ 
ence has shown that dy namite is not 
p owerful enough to break it up . The 
freaky 
Colorado 
has 
changed its 
course before. Years ago it reached 
the sea through Craney Valley , about 
25 miles from its p resent mouth. It 
is the biggest river In Tex as, being 
nearly 700 miles long, with Austin, the 
cap ital city of the state, and other 
imp ortant 
towns 
situated 
on 
Its 
banks."

Mrs. Ware is the mother 
of five children. 
For all of her brave work she has 
received no recognition bey ond tho 
gratitude of those she saved. She has 
no medals. 
She does not want any . 
It was with the greatest difficulty 
that an American rep orter secured a 
list y esterday of those she had saved 
since her first rescue, that of her 
uncle, William Fox , 20 y ear ago. 
It was remarked y esterday by a: 
friend of Mrs. Ware that the figure ^ 
had been a rather lucky one for her.. 
She began her rescues when she was 
13, when she saved her uncle, William 
Fox . 
She saved 13 and she is now 
33.

The hoy rolled in after his dog, and 
when Mrs. Ware reached the hwik 
he was nowhere to he seen. 
She 
went clear to the bottom. Her fingers 
clutched the clothing of the hoy and 
she brought him up with her. 
Mrs. Felix Novitsky , a y oung ma­ 
tron, living near Mrs. Ware, was her 
nex t rescue. 
Within the last y ear 
she has saved three, the last helnK 
Yankowski. 
The water is fully 10 feet below 
the level of the embankment, hut Mrs. 
Ware makes nothing of the leap . 
"It's natural for one to jump after 
a drowning p erson," was aU she said 
y esterday when sp oken to regarding 
her marvelous list of rescues.

writes the Paris corresp ondent of the 
Chicago Trib une.

farseeing

from one ex treme to the other.

wriggles through

“We call such actions freaks, b ut 
they are determined b y causes. These 
causes we hav e yet to leam.” 
^ he sp eaker was Camille Flammar­ 
ion, the astronomer and scientist, who 
liftfi dev oted much of his time to ex ­ 
p loring the mysteries of lightning. 
“Sach year,” he continued, 
“ I re­ 
ceiv e from the ministry of justice of­ 
ficial accounts of all accidents from 
lightning as describ ed in police re­ 
p orts. 
Here lightning kills, there it 
p asses without injuring. Farther on, 
it seems ab solutely frolicking. 
I hav e 
hundreds of ex amples. And yet it Is 
not possib le to draw from them any 
conclusion as to a law. Sometimes it 
giv es rise to the hyp othesis that it Is 
a thought which, instead of b eing at­ 
tached to a b rain, is attached to an 
èlectric current 
”Ab b e Spallanzini relates that Au­ 
gust 29, 1791. a p easant girl was in a 
field during a storm, when suddenly 
a glob e of fire, the size of a b illiard 
b all, ap p eared at her feet. Glidding 
along the earth, this b all reached her 
b are toes, which it ap p eared to caress, 
then rose under her clothes, opening 
out her skirts like an umb rella, and 
tjame out b y the middle of her b odice, 
leap ing Into the air with a great noise, 
and still retaining its glob ular form. 
The girl fell b ackward. Two witness­ 
es ran to her assistance. She was un­ 
injured. Medical ex amination prov ed 
that there w'as only a superficial eros­ 
ion stretching from the knee to the 
middle of the 
chest, 
and that her 
clothes were cut where the b all had 
passed out.

“One of the strangest fancies of 
lightning is for undressing its v ictims. 
Once a woman dressed as a man w'as 
caught in a storm. 
Her clothes and 
shoes w’ere torn off b y lightning and 
thrown afar, so that she had to wrap 
ip in a sheet in order to reach the 
nearest v illage. 
Shoes 
or clothing 
may he destroyed or neatly unsewm 
and the wearers 
left 
unhurt. 
On 
July .5, 18 8 3, at Void, two workmen 
who had sought shelter under a wil­ 
low were hurled more than four yards 
without b eing injured.” 


injured on the floor. 
A chair, with 
clothes thrown on it, had b een taken 
up and set dowm near the entrance 
door. 
A small lamp and a b ox of 
matches were found on the floor, un­ 
damaged. 
“As a rule, those killed b y lightning 
maintain an app earance of life, stay­ 
ing in the attitude which they had 
when struck. 
An English minister 
named Butler witnessed the follow­ 
ing: 
In the town of Ev erdon 10 har­ 
v esters had sought refuge under a 
hedge during 
a 
storm. 
Lightning 
struck and killed four, who were left 
as if petrified. One was found hold­ 
ing in his fingers the snuff which he 
w^as ab out to take. Another had a lit­ 
tle dead dog on his knees and had one 
b and on the 
animal’s 
head, while 
holding in the other hand some b read 
with w^hich he had b een feeding it. 
A third was sitting with b is eyes open 
and his head turned toward the storm. 
“We sometimes find lightning tak­ 
ing a p art in judicial matters. 
On 
July 20, 18 72, a negro named Norris 
was to b e hanged for murder in Ken­ 
tucky. Just as he was stepping on the 
platform a 
formidab le 
stroke 
of 
lightning killed 
him. 
The 
sheriff 
was so impressed b y this occurrence 
that he resigned. 
“Or, again, it may play the physi­ 
cian. 
In 
Septemb er, 
18 68 , 
at Ro- 
maines, France, 
a 
tav ern keep er 
named Finot was standing on his door­ 
step watching the storm w'hen a stroke 
of lightning upset him and threw’ him 
lo the end of the room. He remained 
unconscious for a time, and b lind for 
10 hours. Hav ing had rheumatism for 
some years, he could not take a step 
without the aid of a stick. Since the 
lightning episode he has b een ab le to 
walk without the*stick. 
“Ball lightning is the most myste­ 
rious form of lightning. It sometimes 
b ehav es like a small animal with the 
most ev il nature. Its shape is not al­ 
ways spherical, though generally so. 
Sometimes it is ov al, sometimes it has 
a flame like a shell. 
It often looks 
like an orange, and mov es so slowly

Notable Shipwreck Off the Li 
herían Coast.

In the New York office of a great 
steamship line is Captain Wait, the 
marine superintendent, says the Chi­ 
cago News. Twenty-five years ago he 
figured as one of the heroes of a ship­ 
wreck in the Atlantic, off the coast of 
U beria. 
Captain W ait was skipper 
of the American, 2,000 tons, running 
between England and South Africa. 
The story of that shipwreck reads like 
a story from Frank Stockton. 
When day broke on the morning 
of Aprtl 23,1880, 
the 
steamer was 
close to the equator and about 100 or 
150 miles from tae Liberian coast. 
Suddenly, in the first morning watch, 
between 5 and 6 o'clock, there was a 
fearfiU crash in tne engine room, fol­ 
lowed by a concussion against the 
ship’s side, which lor an instant sug­ 
gested that sne had struck on a rock. 
Half-dressed passengers hurried on 
deck and eagerly inquired what had 
happened, but were met in the cool­ 
est possible manner by Captain W ait 
and Mr. Hepworth, second officer, who 
assured them that it w'as merely a 
breakdown of some part of the ma­ 
chinery. The passengers returned to 
their cabins. The propeller shaft had 
broken in the stem tube and had burst 
open the side of the ship. There was 
no hope of saving the steamer. 
•Tt means the boats/' Captain W ait 
remarked, “but she will float for a few 
hours yet. so we will get the passen­ 
gers Into the saloon amd have break- 
ftLSt served. This was promptly done, 
and Captain W ait took his usual place 
tn his usual cheerful manner, while 
Mr. Hepworth and the crew busied 
themselves 
in 
getting 
the ship's 
boats ready. 
After breakfast Captain W ait men-

tioned, in manner so cool as to be al­ 
most casual, that the accident had 
damaged the ship’s side a good deal, 
and that therefore it vras better to 
be prepared for any emergency. The 
passengers, when they were ready, 
took their places in the boat^. Quickly 
but methodically, and 
without 
the 
least hurry, me eight uoats, which 
were provisioned and manned, were 
filled, and when every other person 
had been safely passed over the side 
Captain Wait left his ship and join­ 
ed his crew and passengers. 
Very 
shortly after, about noon, the Ameri­ 
can was seen to sink. 
Captain Wait divided his little flo­ 
tilla into two sections. 
Of the first 
he himself took charge and Mr. Hep- 
wortli became 
responsible 
for the 
other. 
The part of the sea where 


the American 
went 
down was, of 
course, in the 
immediate 
track of 
numbers of sailing ships and steam­ 
ers, but as it was also very close to 
the Liberian coast it was decided to 
make for the latter. During the first 
night at sea v^e little flotilla became 
separated. 
On 
the 
following day 
Captain W ait and two of his boats 
were picked up by a brig wrhich took 
[them to Grand Bassa, and thence to 
’ Sierra Leone, w^here they were thans* 
ferred to a steamer called the Sene­ 
gal, then on her way to England. 
Curiously enought the Senegal, on 
her voyage home, was stranded on an 
island of the Grand Canaries, so that 
some of the American's passengers 
had a second unpleasant 
experience 
before getting back to England. 
In 
the meantime Mr. Hepworth's boat 
and the two others made for the Li­ 
berian coast, which they reached on 
the third day. In consequence of the 
surf, however, they found it Impossi­ 
ble to land, so they headed out to sea 
again, and two days later were pick­ 
ed up by a steamer called the Congo 
and taken to Tenerife and thence to 
Madeira and from there to England. 
This left only the gig and the dingy 
to be accounted for. The former was 
heard of in a few weks, but when 
nearly tw^elve months had gone by and 
the eighth and smallest boat of them 
all still remained missing the worst 
was feared. But in a year almost to 
a day the news that the dingy, too, 
had been picked up within a few days 
of the accident by a sailing ship on 
her way to Australia. Thus it it was 
many months before the intelligence 
could he conveyed to England.

And It is rendered possible by a num­ 
ber of things for which t^e well-un- 
w ^ to o d term “graft” may stand as 
representativ e. 
A certain handsome pony was 
to a wealthy man and he sent his 
cgachman to look at it. 
The price 
was $1,950, and 
the 
bargain was 
closed at that figure, the pony being 
sent to the new 
stable 
while the 
coachman “dropped around” for his 
commission. He was offered $95 0, and 
threatened to hav e the animal return­ 
ed as unsuitable unless he was giv en 
another $50 to make it an ev en thous­ 
and. 
A rather sensational pair of high 
steppers was sold in April, 1903, for 
$7,500, or approximately that amount. 
The coachman receiv ed $2,000 struck 
for another thousand 
and obtained 
that also. In August, both went amiss, 
they were sore, coughing and began to 
“shy.” 
The man being ten years in his 
place and of unimpeachable reputa­ 
tion. the owner told him to sell them 
and get a new pair. They were sold 
to a third party, 
representing the 
coachman, for $1,600. sent to his farm, 
turned out, fed up,coats let grow, and 
another pair secured for $5,000, on 
which the coachman receiv ed $2,100. 
The following spring of 1904 one of 
these was lame and sold as incurable 
for $300. and from the brother of the 
third party 
mentioned 
abov e the 
original near side horse was purchas­ 
ed for $2.500, clipped, newly trimmed. 
In grand condition with a new white 
star peeping from the base of his 
mane. 
Of this the coachman pocket­ 
ed $2,000 and the brother 
$5 00, be­ 
sides the lame horse as a gift. 
Up to fiv e years ago this ev il did , 
not exist to any extent.
